Subject: —Import of capital goods—Flexibility allowed for import of items not 
covered by the import licence. 

No. 177-ITC1PN)/71 Attention is invited to the provisions contained in Chapter 

VI of the I.T.C. Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1971 regarding grant of licences 
for import of capital goods by the actual users in the large as well as small scale 
sector. 

2. In order to speed up the implementation of industrial projects, it has been 
decided to allow flexibility to the importers of capital goods in regard to the equipment 
,to be Imported within the overall value of the capital goods import licence obtained by 
them. Under this flexibility the holders of capital goods import licences will be 
permitted to import items of capital goods which are not covered by the existing 
import licencei/lik of goods attached to the licence and the import of which is not 
otherwise banned in terms of Import policy for April 1971—March, 1972, upto a limit 
of 5 per cent within, the overall value of the licence. The holders of capital ■’nods 
licence desirous to avail of this facility are advised to approach the licensing authorities 
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for endorsement of the supplementary list of items which they would like to import 
within the overall value of the capital goods import licence held by them. The 
licensing authorities while endorsing the supplementary list of goods to be attached to 
the import licence without a reference to the DGTD/Capital Goods Committee will 
indicate the items to be deletod/amended in the existing list of goods so that the total 
import remains within the overall value of import licence. 

3. The facility provided under this Public Notice would be available to all holders 
of valid capital goods import licences with immediate effect. 

4. The supplementary list of items to be impo.ted under this facility will only 
consist of items of capital goods, equipments and accessories which are permtesibre in 
terms of the import policy and are essentially required for the implementation of the 
project and shall not include import of raw materials etc.
